A Message From Home 
Merrill Man Has Some Ideas on Licensing 


of Automobiles. 


[To The Editor]—I have been reading quite , 


a few of your editorials in the Times, and 
some of them I agree with you on, and some 
of .them I can only offer you sympathy for 
writing such "bunk." 
• - 


However, I want to take up with yon the 


matter of taxing the automobiles, and see if 
we cannot get this through the legislature -. 
as it should be; get something on the books 
that will be there to stay, and that will be 
equitable, and fair to all concerned. The pres- 
ent tax based on weight, or even one based on 
H. P. is entirely wrong. As you know, I had 
the first garage in Merrill, and the third car in 
the city. I advocated a road tax on cars over 
10 years ago, and still am in favor of it. 
I 


want to commend our state highway commis- 
sion on the good roads they have given ua, and 
the efficient manner in which their work has 
been handled. 


From my 13 years of garage work, I am 


fully convinced that any man who drives his 
car 8000 miles per year, saves at least $100 on 
his car now by reason of the good roads we 
have. I drove from Portage to Merrill in 1907, 
and it took me a day and a half, and almost 
wrecked the car; I doubt if the modern cars 
would stand the trip at all. I now drive this 
distance in five hours, with practically no wear 
and tear on the car, and enjoying solid com- 
fort all the while; no one with any sense wants 
to go back to the old roads, and there is no 
question but what the owner is getting the 
•benefit, and SHOULD pay, and not the farmer 
,ir land owner. 


The fault with the present bill as proposed 


is this: Tho Buick lists at $1195, and will pay 
a tax of $31, while the Franklin- listing at 
$1950, will only pay $20, or two-thirds as much. 
The Marraon costing about $3500 will pay 
about the same as the Euick. This, you see, is 
working 'a hardship on the farmer, and the 
small 'business man, (tooth the mainstays of our 
state), as they are the owners of the medium 
priced car, and the man who can afford to buy 
the Franklin or Marmon gets away easy. 


I have three methods which would cover the 


ground better, and be fairer to all concerned. 


First, the gasoline tax. This gets them right, 


tourists and all; of course, the farmer with his 
tractor and gasoline engine should be exempted. 


Second, and this is the best method. A tax 


on tho list price of the car, with a proviso for 
second and 
third handed cars. I would make 


this tax about 2%; this ' would let the Ford 
owner out easy, which is what we all want, 
but it would get the Franklin for $39 tax, and 
the owner of the $5000 car would pay $100, 
which he is w,?ll able to do if he can afford to 
put that amount of money in an automobile. 


Third, :. tax on tires. This would get the man 


with the heavy car; and also would get the 
man who runs several thousand miles a. year. 


I trust you will consider this, and if you 


think it has any merits, see if we cannot get 
a tax that will give us more good roads, and 
keep up those we have at present. I have also 
written Gov. Elaine, Kamke and the state 
highway commission.—Norman Chilsen, Mer- 
rill, Wis.

Judge S. J. Lazarus of San Francisco, to 
the judiciary at large including Cleve- 
land.

cuted because of faith in a filthy rite called 
vaccination ? Why do we allow oivr pure blood 
stream to bo polluted -by dangerous, poisonous 
disease virus? 
Smallpox during an epidemic 


kills less- than measles or whooping cough does 
every year. How many know that during the 
last great smallpox epidemic in Now York in 
1901 and 1902 the city department of health 
issued a circular to doctors cl early acknowl- 
edging that the majority of all cases in this 
epidemic had occurred in persons who had been 
successfully vaccinated. 
At the same time 


Health Officer Raymond of Brooklyn stated that 
in the first half of the epidemic year there were 
357 cases of smallpox in his bailiwick, 322 -had 
-been successfully vaccinated and 35 "were un- 
vaccinated. 


Here are the official figures from the U. S. 


Public Health report for Germany, the best 
vaccinated country in Europe for three years, 
1908-1909-1910:

917 


Vaccinated and re-vaccinated 
671 


Unvaccinated 
143 


Unknown 
28 


Vaccinated unsuccessfully or too late

Notwithstanding the fact that Pi-ussia was 


the best vaccinated country in Europe, its 
mortality from smallpox in t^he epidemic of 1871 
was higher than any other northern state.

The "buck" is 
passed between, these with such skill that the 
general., public is- unable to fix 'the blame and 
we settle down to a conviction that nobody is 
to blame; that there's no remedy. 


The consumer pays the bill. 
Property passes 
from one speculator to 


another with taxes and profits added, based on 
increased values, figured on increased popula- 
tion, with every man, woman and child counted 
as- assets in the deal. The consumer again pays 
the inflated values, in increased rents, taxes, 
professional 'service, and higher food costs-. 


Speculators and landlords who bought when 


prices were low, and sold when prices 
were 


high, reap the harvest in unearned increment—'• 
human assets are.not considered, in the divi- 
dends. Bankers.'play an important role-in fur- 
nishing capital, that belongs to the general 
public, that should be used in public works, and 
production, diverting, some: into :channels of 
speculation and gambling in" real •'• estate and 
the products of labor and the farm.
